Deer, Lacombe and Wetaskiwin—

One has only to take a trip north on 
the O, & E, to be convinced of the pros- 
perity that has attended the farmers 
of the north country whey the pre-

THE OTHER SIDE 

Tue Herauv has recently 
referred on more than one occasion 
to the number of cattle killed on 
the railways of Alberta, more 
particularly on the Macleod 
branch, which rans through a well 
stocked ranching country for 
the hundred miles of its length. 
That numbers of cattle have been 
killed is » fact unquestioned. 
That the slaughter can beavoided 
is to be doubted. There is a 
nacural disposition to blame the 
railway company and one letter 
has appeared in our columns 
making charges against the 
©. P. R. which are certainly not 
founded on facts. Un the 
principles of fair play Tuk HERALD 
believes it is doing nothing but! 
justice in prbiishing as nearly as 
it can get tiem the actual facts in 
regard-io this question of loss of 
cattle on the railway, and our 
ders will see from what follows 
that there is another side to the 
matter.. One of the rules of the 

company reads as follows: 
“Particular care must be taken 
to prevent injury to live stock on 
tracks, and trains must come to a 
stop if necessary. and if it is safe 
to do so, in order to avoid it. A 
frequent occurrence of running 
over stock wili be regarded as 
incompetency on the part of 
engineers and others in charge of 
trains, and when a case occurs the 


Soe and conductor must 
make a et 98 separately, on the 
form provided for that purpose, 
Engineers must notify conductors 
of every case of striking stock and 
the conductor must enquire of the 
engineer at the end of the trip 
whether any stock has been 
struck,” 

TH HERALD is informed that 
Mr. Whyte, manager of this 
division, has a statement prepared 
annually of live stock struck by 
trains, describing the location of 
the accident, whether on straight 
track or curve, whether daylight 
or dark, the rate of speed the 
train was running, the distance 
seen before the anitnal was struck, 
what means were taken to warn 
the animals by whistling or other- 
wise, at what distance this 
warning was given, whether the 
engine was reversed or not, the 
kicd and number of the animals 
struck, the coaracter and extent 
of injuries toeact, the nameof the 
owner of the animals, if known, 
the number of the engine avd the 
name of the eugineer, and any 


a number of live stock ic informed 
of it and told that it will be 
reco! against him. [From 
i which itis evident thot engineers 
i and conductors have instructions 
| to avoid the striking of live stock, 
i” both in theinterest of the owner 
of the stock and to avoid the risk 
| -ot derailment to the train. 
f THE HERALD 
i that it has been decided to fence 
' the track along Wilson's Coulee 
and that the Calgary and Edmon- 
/ ton Company, who are responsible 
for the fencing of their line, have 
by been asked by the ©, P. R. for 
ig authority toincur the necessary 
expense of fencing in this coulee. 
o % It is generally felt however by 
¢ ranchers that it would be unwise 
to fence in the whole line, as cattle 
must have free necess to water 
‘| and a free run before storms, and 
a if the Macleod branch were fenced 
in with a strong, substantial fence 
it might be the means of killing 
more live stock than the railway 
does. So that it would be well for 
the ranchers along the Macleod 
branch to consider seriously whe- 
ther a fence, even with frequent 
crossings, would not land then out 
of the frying pan into the fire. 

As THE Heratp has no otner 
desire than to get atthe facts of 
the matter, and as a lack of know 
ledge on the whole subject un- 
doubtedly existe, it invites ranet - 
ers generally to state what their 
experience has been when they 
have had the misfortune to have 
vattle killed on the railway; whe- 
ther their communications to the 
company have been promptly ac- 
knowledged and compensation 
vaid, or otaerwise.

VITAL STATISTICS 


It will be seen by our report last 
week of the oer: of the 
Assembly at gina, tuat not- 
withstanding the strong protesis 
of Dr. Brett and Mr, Joseph 
Bannerman, & new ordinance has 
received its third reading, dealing 
with the registration of births, 
deaths and marriages in the 
Territories, from which are 
purposely omitted the clauses 
that require the division registrar 
‘in each registration district to 
keep a duplicate register for local 
reference, When the original 
registration ordinance was passed 
in 1888 thcre was no. provision 
made for the keeping of local 
duplicate gn eponins on the suppo- 
sition that the general records and 
indexes provided to be kept at 
Regina by the registrar general 
would be sufficient, notwitstand- 
ing the practice in England and 
elsewnere to keep local duplicate 
registers in each district, but 
before a year had elapsed it was 
found the plan did not work, and 
accordingly Ordinance No. 7 of 1889 
was passed providing for the 
gee: 4 of duplicate local registers 
in each district, which has since 
been found to work very well in 
every district in which there was 
a competent officer to administer 
thelaw. This was partly in con- 
sequence ot the great aid rendered 
by the clergy of the different 
denominations who have made the 
registrations themselves whenever 
they found vy an inspection of the 
local registers that they had not 
heen made. In the district of 
Calgary alone, but for the clergy 
and local registers, on an average 
some 60 registrations wonld have 
been omitted every year, aad if 
the local registers are removed 
neither the clergy nor the local 
registrar will have proper facilities 
toeither administer the law, or to 
prosecute defaulters, which the 
new ordinance requires to be done. 
It was acknowledged by Mr. Ross 
that the expense of keeping these 
duplicate registers is merely 
nominal, and in fact only involves 
the renewal of books already in 
use from time to time, and there is 
ao reason for discontinuing the 
practice because some registrars 
perform their duties ina slipshod 
manner. Before the Assembly 
adjourns, and there is ample time 
within the next forthnight, it 
would be well to consider whether 
it is not advisable to pass another 
ordinance re-enacting so much of 
the ordinance of 1889 as is needful 
to keep in operation the duplicate 
registers and indexes in each 
registration district.

STATUTE LABOR DISTRICTS METEOROLOGICAL. REPORT 


To the Editor of Tak Rakavti 


Sir,—I have just read Mr. Haultain’s 
speech at Moose Jaw and am going 
to accept his challenge—running the 
risk of being put into a labor district. 
I have never yet seen such labor 
“hard” except when we had to pay 
damages, 

Ido not question the necessity for 
statute labor districts, but I do that 
only certain districts are to be organ- 
ized. For all travelled roads should 
be under some local supervision, As 
to the size of a statute Jabor district 
in a country like this, it is impossble 
to lay down any hard and fast rule, 
I think that the whole country should 
be rte’ Kong i orcs od and the 
people in them com) to 
point toad overseers, who should have 
dyed to call upoa any man between 
he ages of 18 gnd 60, and living with- 
in three miles ‘of the road to re. 
paired, to do two days work on it or 
one with his team, if required. H. 
ing exhausted this source of 
should have power to assess all lands 
within his district, whether occupied 
or not—unoccupred land at the same 
rate as im 
quired, Everyone having the right to 
pay in work, One of the most unjust 
and objectionable clauses in the Stat- 
ute Labor Ordinance is, that if you 
are in an organized district, you have 
fot to pay a certain amount, whether 
t is required or not. The people should 
not have to pay any more than is ab- 
solutely necessary for their safety. 
® One of the objections raised against 
the fcrmation of statute labor districts 
is the la amount of land said not to 
be liable for damages on, or the im- 

rovement of, roads. [ hold that all 
lands are liable to a fair share of such 
liabilities,

R, They were taken for the benefit 
of the whole Dominion, not for the 
special benefit of the Province or Ter- 
ritory, therefore the whole Dominion 
is liable for any obligation for which 
these lands might be liable Lo the Ter- 
ritory from which they were taken, 

The lands of the North West Terri- 
tories are held by the Dominion, not 
for the benefit alone of the territory 
n which they are situated, but for 
that of the whole Dominion. While 
they are so held the Dominion is liabte 
for everything the land ougnt to pay 
to the Territory or Province to which 
they ought to belong. 

I contend that lands in the Terri- 
tones are vot Crown lands. but belong 
to the Territories, and are merely heli 
in trust for us by the Dominion until 
we come of age, which will be shovtly, 
when everything that ought to beiong 
to us that has been disposed of by them 
will have to be accounted for. The 
longer that day is put off the harder 
that settlement will be. 

All lands inthe North West Terri- 
tories should be put into a statute 
labor district, 

No one wiil deny that when people 
ere travelling they like to do so with a 
certain amount of safety, and to do 
this it is necessary that every travelled 
road be under constant supervision, 
which can only be theroughly doue 
by placing them in a statute labor dis- 
trict and under the charge of an over- 
seer; when everyone in the district 
becomes an inspector, whose duty it 
is to notify the overseer if they see 
any cause of danger, It is impossible 
for a Government to give us an effie- 
ient supervision—the cost would be 
too great,to say nothing of the absurd- 
ity of having to send a awn fifty miles 
to do five minutes work—and yet they 
are now compelied to do so or run the 
risk of paying heavy damages for 
accidents on roads, 

Districts should not be liable for 
damages for accidents on roads except 
caused by imperfectly carrying out 
improvements or neglect to repair the 
same, Such protection is necessary 
to encourage people to improve roads 
in a thinly settled district. 

The law should not allow any trail 
to be closed until the road allowance, 
where the trail should be, is made 
passable, and not then until six weeks’ 
notice has been posted on boards by 
the side of such trail, The owner 
might be allowed to put a gate on 
such a (trait and the amount. of time or 
travel should affect his title.

great discoveries in astronomy while re- 
siding in on old-fashioned red brick man- 
sion on your left as you pass down the 
high road to Eton, Milton wrote his 
“L’Allegra” at Horton, not three miles 
distent to the north. Kdmund Burke 
and Edmund Waller lived at Beacons- 
field, in that immediate neighborhood, ‘To 
the tourist it may be said that a delight 
ful excursion may be made from Slough 
to Wexham, Stoke, Farnham, Burn- 
ham, Beeches, Dropmore and Cliefden, 
rejoining the rail at Maidenhead, The 
distance is about fourteen miles, making 
ample allowance for occasional detours. 
The white spire of Stoke Poges Church 
is very conspicuous, as the edifice stands 
on a rising ground. This spire, which 
it is now proposed to shingle anew, - is 
hot as ancient as the church itself, ae. 
cording to some accounts, ‘The ivy-clad 
tower is of the early English style, and 
stands at the east end of the north 
aisle, The chancel arch is Norman and 
the east window perpendicular. In the 
chancel is the decorated canopy of a 
tomb, believed to be that of Sir Edward 
Moleyns, treasurer to Edward HI, and 
there are brasses for several members of 
that family, as Sir John 
Kleanor oleyas, Lady Hungerford 
(1476), On the south side is the Hast- 
ings chapel, with the coronet and heral- 
dic maunch outside; it is of late perpen: 
dicular character, ‘The west front was 
at one time sr be oy restored, a win: 
dow being substituted for the door, al

though there was already a large win 
dow above, 

Near the east end of the church is a 
plain tomb, with an epitaph by Gray, to 
slary Antrobus and “Dorothy Gray, the 
careful, tender mother of many children, 
of whom one alone had the misfortune 
to survive her.” The solitary survivor 
was of course the poet himself. The 
poet was .ofterward, according to_ his 
own wish, buried in the same yault—a 
fact recorded by the following inscrip 
tion on the window sill of Hastings 
chapel: 

“Opposite this stone, in the seme tomb 
in which he has so feelingly :ecorded 
his grief at the loss of a beloved parent, 
are deposited the remains of aamas | 
Gray, the author of the ‘Mlegy Written 
in a Country Churchyard,’ Ik was 
buried Aug. 6, 1771.” 

Though there are other claimants, 
Stoke churchyard is usually regarded as 
the scene of Gray's “Elegy,” the differ- 
ent points in his descriptions—“the ivy- 
mantled tower,” “the rugged elms,’ “the 
yew trees’ shade,” “yon wood,” “the 
eath,” cte., applying more exactly there 
than elsewhere, Gray was accustomed 
to oe his college vacations at_ Sivke, 
at the house of his aunt, Mrs, Rogers. 
and in i741 his mother and his Aunt 
Antrobus went there to live, in a house 
described by him as “a compact box of 
red brick, with sash windows,” when 
Stoke became his home, It was called 
West End cottage, and is still standing 
(known as Stoke Court), thongh much 
enlarged, altered and beautified. ilis 
room is known, and a walnut tree allud- 
tu in one of his letters is still exist 
ng. 

Just outside the churchyard is a 
monument in the shape of a sarcophagus, 
or large tea caddy, containing on eneh 
face a few lines from the “Elegy,” or 
other of Gray's poems, ‘This was erect 
ed by Jolin Penn, a grandson cf Willinm 
Penn, of Pennsylvania. It is impossil. 
fo approach Stoke Church and church- 
yard without feeling that it is a epot 
calculated to have inspired the poet with 
those sentiments which drew from him 
his “Elegy.” 

Stoke T’oges is so named from the fact 
that Amicia de Stoke, an heiress 
brought the manor in marriage to one 
Robert Poges, a knight of the shire in 
the twelfth century, His granddaughter 
and heir, Egidis, marrying Sir John 
Moleyas, a member of the household of 
Kdward III, the estate passed into the 
possession of this family, who had a li- 
rense from the king to fortify snd em- 
battle a mansion there, The manor of 
Stoke Poges subsequently deacended 
shrough female heirs to the house of 
Mastings, Earls'of Huntingdon, one of 
whom rebuilt the manor carly in the 
reign of WUlizabeth. It fel! next into 
the hands of Bir Edward Coke, Atior 
ney-Jeneral fo Queen Elizabeth, who en- ; 
tertained Her Majesty there in the ost 
sumptuous and costly manner, and whose 
only daughter was Lady Hatton, 

In 1047 Stoke House was for a short 
time the residence of the unfortunate 
Charles I., when he was a prisoner in 
the power of the army. Ip 1720 tt was 
puechased by Edward Halsey, one of the 
representatives of the town ef Buckiuur 
ham, whose daughter, Anne, married 
Lord Cebham. Stoke House and nianor 
were sold by her heirs to the second son 
of William Venn, Having passed in 
succession through the hands of the 
Tenn and Labouchere families, the es- 
tate of Biehe Park became the property, 
by purchase, of a rich Londoner of the 
name of Coleman, He resided in the 
rreat house built by Wyatt to 
siyle, a century about

OVERLAND YUKON ROUTE UP 
AGAIN 


DELINQUENT RAILWAYS 


The Member for Wolseley Had a Cor- 
ner on Weil Borers—Liquor Ordin- 
ance Further Discussed 


(From Our Own Reporter) 


Reema, November 22.—In the As- 
sembly today, Eakin,  Saltcoats, 
brought up the report of the commit- 
tee oppointed to consider the exten- 
sion of the N, and N, W. and the M. 
& N, W, Central and moved that the 
same be printed and considered in 
committee of the whole. Carried, 

‘The following is the final clause of 
the report: 

That asa small measure of justice 
to the settlers interested the Parlin- 
ment of Canada should so amend the 
charters of the afore said railway 
companies as to compell them during 
the year 1998 vo survey and finally 
locate und expropriate their respec- 
tive rights of way through the whole 
Territory covered by their charters 
and finally locate the railway station 
sites on their respective rights of way, 
and should further grant to such rail- 
way compames whatever aid may be 
necessary to so survey and determine 
their said respective rights of way. 

Dr, Brett, Banff, brought up the re- 
report of the delegation appointed to 
interview the Hon, the Minister of the 
interior te urge the construction of 
the overland route from Alberta to 
the Yukon. The report Was to the 
effect that the delegation had inter- 
viewed Mr, Sifton, and the matter 
was pressed upon the Minister by dif- 
ferent members of the delegation, Mr. 
Sifton replied that he would instruct 
Mr. J. McArthar, one of the best sur- 
veyors of the Departinent, to investi- 

ate, and ifthat gentleman reported 

avorably that the proposed route was 

a practical route, then he (Mr. Sifton) 
would do his best to have the route 
opened up. Dr. Brett concluded by 
moying the adoption of the report, 

Bannerman, East Calgary, second- 
ed and the motiun was cairied, 

Rosas, public works, laid on the table 
the correspondence referring to 
the missing well borer, He would 
take the opportunivy of saying 
they had now been able to locate the 
los) weil borer, The hen, member for 
Wolseley, Mr. Dill, had informed the 
Government that the well borer was 
in his district and had been charged 
up to him in the public accounts, and 
the well borer had been in his district 
for some years, The well borer had 
had been charged to the Prince 
Albert district since 1803, 

Mowat, South Regina, moved for a 
return showing the date any member 
of the Executive committee left Regina 
for Ottawa on special business and the 
date of return during the years 1802, 
to 1896, and showing the expenses in- 
curred each year. 

Maloney, St. Albert, seconded and 
the motion was carried. 

On the liquor license bill (in commit- 
tee) Clinkskill, Battletord, sumpenved 
that seized iiquors should not be spill- 
ed or destroyed, but should be sold 
and the proceeds deyoted to the hos- 
pitals or other good purposes.

Dill, Wolseley, agreed, and said he 
did not think friends who were not 
relatives would care about the trouble 
necessary for such a procedure, 
Premier Haultain said that the hus- 
band, wife or relative of a person it 
was thought desirous to interdict 
would not have to go before a magis- 
trate. A mere report to the inspec- 
tor was snfficient in such cases, There 
was no alteration in the law in this 
respect, The changein the law was 
in those cases where friends or siran- 
ers wished to ‘interdict a person, 
here was an opinion that in such 
cases open procedure was necessary 
under the law as it already was, The 
question however did not get further 
an the magistrate’s court, and it was 
as well to have the matter ciear, It 
was oly proper that in such cases a 
man should only be interdicted after 
complaint made and on enquiry. 
The amending section was agreed to 
when progress was reported and the 
House adjourned until Monlay next,

ENGINEER SHINGFIELD 


GIVES EVIDENCE RESPECTING 
THE WILLOW CREEK 
ACCIDENT 


Forty-Eight Hours on Duty Without 
Sleep-- Received No Orders to Hold 
the Tram—The Deceased Inex- 
perienced, 


The first witness to be called on 
Wednesday morning in the inquest on 
the body of James Robinson, ©. P, KR. 
fireman, was Sergt. Brooke, who swore 
to serving subpoenas on Conductor 
Terry and brakesmen J. McGarry and. 
Robert Smith. The subpoenas had 
been disregarded and Coroner Sanson 
gave ordets tor the arrost of the men. 

The remainder of the sitting was 
occupied in the examination of engin- 
eer Shingtield who was in charge of 
the engiue on which the deceased was 
fireman, <A thorough investigation 
was made as to the number of hours 
he had been on duty without rest from 
the first of the month tothe time of 
the accident. For the first three days 
of November he was on a work train 
at Uochrane, On the 4th he took 
took charge of engine 40 running from 
Calgary io Edmonton and Macleod, 
On that day he was on duty for 20) 
hours; on the 5th he worked for 194 
hours; during the 7th, 8th, and 9th be 
wae on duty for 48} consecutive hours; 
on the 10th he worked 15 hours; on 
the lith, 24 hours; during the 12th 
and 13th, 29) consecutive hours: on the 
14th, 149 hours; on the 15th 174 hours: 
during the 16th and Vith, 26) consecu- 
tive hours; on the 18th and itth for 
BL consecutive hours, up to the time of 
tne accident, which occurred at 10 
minutes past 9 p.m. At the time of 
the accident therefore he had been on 
duty for thirty-one hours, . 

Mis running orders which were then 
produced showed that he had been 

iven the right of the road to High 
tiver, that at High River he had been 
told to proceed to Claresholme, and 
that at Claresholme he had the right 
of the road to Macleod, 

He saidthe night of the accident 
was very dark and stormy. The first 
warning he received of the train in 
front ot him wag from the flagman 
who was about 500 yards from the rear 
end of the traia. He crossed the 
Willow Creek bridge at the rate of 
about 15 miles an hour, The company 


had a rule that the bridge should not} 


be crossed at a greater speed than five 
miles an hour, but the night was so 
dark that be did not know where he 
waa until he struck the brrige. He 
had not known where he was since 
leaving Leavings. After putting Wil- 
low Creek bridge behind him he got 
up steam on accoant of a heavy grade 
which began near the place where 
the accident occurred. He told the 
deceased to fire up and added that it 
was the last grade they would have to 
pass before reaching Macleod, He had 
no control over the train that night 
except such as the air brake in the ten- 
der and the hand brakes afforded, 
There were no air brakes on’the cars, 
He thoughi that the train might have 
been stopped in a little over half a 
male by means of the handbrakes, As 
soon as he saw the flagman he imme4:- 
ately whistled for brakes and reversed 
the engine tothe full power of the 
boiler. The head brakesman respon- 
ded immediately to his call for brakes 
There was alight at the rear end of 
the trainin front of them, The flag- 
man whom he sew had a red aud 
whitelantern, He heard no torpedoes, 
According to the rules of the com- 
any the flagman should have been at 
east a mile from the rear of the train 
he was protecting, He stuck to his 
engine and did ali in his power to pull 
up, till within two car lengths of the 
train in front. Then be jumped, As 
he did sm he called to Kobinson to 
“Come on.” he 
time to thought 
that the deceased followed him, but 
cculd not be certain. The first person 
he saw on picking himself up was_the 
road master, to whom he said: *Have 
ou seen my mate? I believe he's 
illed.” He then saw Robinson laying 
on what he took to be the roof of one 
of the wrecked cars, [t was impossible 
to take the wounded men to Macleod 
as there was nothing in which they, in 
their condition, could have been 
properly conveyed, 

On one occasion he had asked for 
rest after working 18 hours and objec- 
tions had been raised; but as arule 
he thought that the company would 
allow a man rest after working 12 
hours if 1t was asked for. On the 
occasion when he had worked for 48 
hours he could have “booked rest” if 
he had wished todo so, They never 
hooked less than eight hours rest, 
Three or four train crews are stationed 
at Canmore as a reserve, 

A doctor had been sent for from 
Macleed to attend to the injured; he 
attended to Robinson but did not 
bandage him. Dr. Mackid bandaged 
him when he arrived next morning. 
Robinson was 21 years old, He thought 
he was from Dundas, Onot,; he had 
heard that he had a brother in Winni- 


peg. 

Phe train which had stuck on the 
line was supposed to consist of 19 
cars, He had himself taken 28 loads 
over that point but bad not had to 
break. He had never had occasion to 
break at that point. He was under 
the impression that the train ahead of 
him was three or four hours late; 
he had = no information § to that 
effect except what he had gathered 
from a brakesman, 

In the course of the enquiry witness 
stated the dereased was inexperienced 
and had not been over the road before, 

This closed the proceedings for the 
day. The inquest was then adjourned 
to 10,30 a.m, Thursday, 


Thursday was occupied in ‘the ex- 
amination of Supt. J, Niblock, of the 
©, P, His evidence went to show 
that it’ is one of the rules of the com- 
pany that when a stoppage occurs on 
# main line such as took place at Wil 
low Creek it isthe duty of the con- 
ductor to send a flagman some 3,600 
feet to the rear to protect the train, 
In regard to the number of hours dur- 
ing which the men were accustomed 
to work he said that he thought 48 
hours was not to long for « train crew 
to remain on duty in special cases, 
This perhaps might not spply to the 
firemen, whose work is more fa »0rious, 
According to the rules of the com- 
pesy it was necessary for aman to 
uive been on duty at least 15 hours 
before booking rest. Although in cases 
where a man had a long trip ahead of 
him without the chance of booking 


advantage to the company 
crews to remain on duty for 4 

riod; they were the mile. 
* there was an van it was 
that if they worked for as » wni- 
form time there would be occasions 
on which there would bes large ex- 
cess of men, and other occasions on 
which there would not be a sufficient 
number available, The amount of 
traflic on the line was very variable. 
He also thought that they got the best 
wotk out of the men when they work- 
ed long hours. If shorter hours were 
adopted the men would be apt to 
spend their time in amusements which 
would unfit them for work, rather 
than in sleep. Hesaw the eased 
after the accident, but was not told 
he mightdie. He did not think he 
would die; he seemed quite cheerful. 
Dr. Mackid told him he was not ser- 
iously injured. Hoe considered Las- 
celles a thorough!y competent man. 
Asa general rule condu.tors did not 
recieve instructions big sg trains 
ahead of them, except when the rear 
train was the faster or whenit wasonly 
10 minutes behind. 


In answer to qnestions: A man 
would be useless to them if he would 
only work 12 hours before book 
ing rest, as there would be times when 
he would not be able to reach the 
divisional points in that number of 
hours. The divisional points were the 
only ss where rest could be book- 
ed, emen were not required to go 
on duty after 18 hours work, As to the 
rumor that the company had tried to 
smuggle the body away be denied it 
emphatically, He had wired to Dr. 
Mackid to have the body prepared for 
burial and had then wired tu Winni- 
peg for instructions, He received in- 
structions from Winnipeg to issue an 
order for transportation of the body. 

The inquest was then adjourned to 
Friday morning.
